He wished to liberate his slaves, (his 
own offspring, according to common report) allowing 
them to remain in the country of their birth. But even 
Thomas JeB'erson could not do it without a special act of 
the Legisluture to that effect. This he sought, but died 
under the uncertainty whether his request would be 
granted, or his children sold into the rice swumps t One 
of his daughters, it seems, was, afterwards, sold at auction 
n New Orleans, nt the harem price!

character, and the kindness of his heart."—

A BISHOP'S PAT ASP PERQUISITES.—The 


Bishop of Durham is in embarrassed cir- 
cumstances, poor man ! His income having 
been reduced to about 840,000 per annum 
(it wns formerly about §120,000), he finds 
hirasolf in a state of pitiable destitution, and 
has applied to the ecclesiastical commission- 
ers for an additional $5,000 a year to pay his 
" game-keepers " and " watchers on the 
moors,1' and keep his lawns—not the lawn 
he wears, but the lawns around his palace— 
in apple-pie order. The commissioners de- 
cline to make the extra allowance, more be- 
cause the " Lord Spiritual" has already over- 
drawn his account some 8350,000 since his 
salary was cut down; or, rather, has retained 
that amount instead of paying it over like an 
honest prelate. In the diocese of Durham 
there are dozens of poor curates, with wives 
und families to support, who do not receive 
<£50 sterling per annum; and yet the Bishop, 
iu his schedule of extras, puts down the an- 
nual wages of one game-keeper at ^101 6rf., 
and of another at c£53 6s.
